(a)  before  the  expiration  of  one  month  from  the  date  on 
which  he  first  became  the  owner  of  Such  vessel;  or 

(b)  before  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  commen- 
cement of  this  Act,  whichever  is  later ; 

Provided  that  the  authorised  officer  may,  for  sufficient  reason 
to  be  recorded  in  writting  extend  the  time  limit  for  registration

The  authorised  officer  shall  keep  the  fishing  vessel 
impounded  under  section  14,  in  such  place  and  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  prescribed- 

(2)  In  the  absence  of  suitable  facilities  for  the  storage  of  the 
fish  seized,  the  authorised  officer  may,  if  he  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  disposal  of  such  fish  is  necessary,  dispose  of  such  fish  and 
deposit  the  proceeds  thereof  in  the  prescribed  manner  in  the  office 
of  the  adjudicating  officer. 

16.  (1)  The  Government  shell,  by  notification,  appoint  an  officer 
not  below  the  rank  of  a gazetted  officer  in  the  Fisheries  Depart- 
ment as  the  adjudicating  officer  to  exercise  such  functions  and 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notification. 

(2)  The  authorised  officer  shall  send  a report  of  the  fishing 
vessal  impounded  and  the  fish  seized  therefrom  under  sectionl4 
to  the  adjudicating  officer,in  such  mannor  as  may  be  proscribed. 

(3)  The  adjudicating  officer  shall  hold  an  enquiry  into  the 
matters  mentioned  in  the  report,  in  the  prescribed  manner,  after 
giving  all  the  parties  concerned  a reasonable  opportunity  of 
being  heard.

Provided  that  the  Appellate  Board  may  entertain  any  appeal 
after  the  expiry  of  the  said  period  of  thirty  days,  but  not  after  the 
e-xpiry  of  sixty  days  from  the  date  aforesaid , if  it  is  satisfied  that 
the  appellant  was  prevented  by  sufficient  cause  from  filing  the 
appeal  in  time. 


(5)  No  appeal  under  this  section  shall  bo  entertained  by  the' 
Appellate  Board  unless  the  appellant  has,  at  the  time  of  filing  the 
appeal,  deposited  the  amount  of  penality  payble  under  the  order 
appealed  against: 


Provided  that,  on  an  application  made  by  the  appellant  in 
this  behalf,  the  Appellate  Board  may,  if  it  is  of  the  opinion  that 
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the  deposit  to  be  made  under  this  sub-seotion  will  cause  undues 
hardship  to  the  appellant,  by  order  in  writing  dispense  with  such 
deposit  either  unconditionally  or  subject  to  such  conditions  as 
it  may  deem  fit  to  impose. 


(6)  On  receipt  of  an  appeal  under  sub-section  (4),  the  Appe- 
llate Board  may,  after  holding  such  enquiry  as  it  deems  fit, 
and  after  giving  the  parties  concerned  a reasonable  opportunity 
of  being  heard,  confirm  , modify  or  set  aside  tho  order  appealed 
against  and  tho  decision  of  the  Appellate  Board  shall  bo  final;

(2)  No  suit  or  other  legal  proceeding  shall  lie  against

Officer  under  sub-section  (2)  of  that  section  ; 

(J)  the  procedure  of  the  enquiry  by  the  adjudicating  officer 
under  sub-section  (3)  of  Section  16; 

(k)  the  qualifications  of  the  members  of  the  Appellate  Board 
other  than  the  Chairman,  the  fees  and  allowances  payable 
to  the  Chairman  and  theii  members  of  the  Appellate  - 
Board ; the  procedure  of  the  Appellate  Board; 

0)  the  fees  payable  for  the  supply  of  copies  of  documents  or 
order*  or  for  any  other  purpose  or  matter  involving  the 
renderng  of  any  service  by  any  officer  or  authority 
under  this  Act  ; 

(m)  any  other  matter  which  is  to  be,  or  may  be,  provided 
for  by  rules  under  this  Act. 

(S)  Every  rule  made  u nder  this  Act,  shall  immediately  after 
it  is  made,  be  laid  before  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State 
if  it  is  in  session  and  if  it  is  not  in  session,  in  the  session  immediately 
following,  for  a total  period  of  fourteen  days  which  may  be 
comprised  in,  one  session  or  in  two  successive  sessions,  and  if

before  the  expiration  of  the  session  in  which  it  is  so  laid  or  the 
session  immediately  following  the  Legislative  Assembly  agrees  in 
making  any  modification  in  the  rule  or  in  the  annul- 
ment of  the  rule,  shall,  from  the  date  on  which  the  modification 
or  annulment  is  notified,  have  effect  only  in  such  modified 
form  or  shall  stand  annuled  as  the  case  may  be, 
so  however,  that  any  such  modification  or  annulment 
shall  be  with  out  prejudice  to  the  validity  of  anything  pre- 
viously done  under  that  rule.
